VARIATIONS IN SPECIFIED YARN QUANTITIES FOR ITEMS 

Knitters or Crochet workers occasionally comment that file quantity of yam recommended for a 
item varies from the amount they a(^a% use. One major reason for this is that no two people 
knit or crochet in exactly the same way. When we specify a quantity of yarn for a partiGular 
garment, we are stating a figure that is the end result of having each individual design made by as 
many as six different knitters. 

The average quantity determined by tills dieek knitting or crochet work is regarded as the most 
satisfactory figure for that particuiar garment, knitted or crocheted at tiie correct tension * to tte 
measurements specified and In the actual yam recommended. Naturally, if you decide to do 

alterations you must allow for an adjustment to the quantity of yarn.
